They were in no immedi- 
ate danger. , 

Several on Ridge Sick. 

Among those on the barge was 
Joe Tisher, father of several chil- 
dren. “The -water had pounded 
against that knoll so long we were 
beginning to worry, even if we did 
have shelter in a building there,” 
Tisher said. 

“Several were sick, so they, with 
the children, the women and the 
fathers of large families were taken 
off first. The rest were left with 
some livestock and chickens, but 
they will be taken out all right.” 

Red Cross officials thought . pos- 
sibly 17 persons remained on ridges 
within the floodway which have not 
yet been reached by the water. 

A new census of refugees coiv- 
pleted last night by the Red Cross 
showed 3900 at Charleston, 2500 at 
East Prairie, and 1800 at Sikeston. 
Of those who had been at East 
Prairie, 441, including 26 sick’ per- 
sons, were moved ‘in trucks and am- 
bulances to Cape Girardeau, to re- 
lieve overcrowding. About 185 who 
had been at Anniston were dis- 
tributed among the shelters at 
Charleston, East Prairie, and Sikes- 
ton. 

Plans for Moving Refugees. 

Plans are to move most Of those 
at Sikeston to Cape Girardeau with- 
in a few days. It will probably 
be two months before those who 
fled from the floodway can return 
to their homes and quarters will be 
sought for them in larger communi- 
ties where better accommodations 
than the present temporary shel- 
ters can be provided, 
About 1000 refugees in Dunklin 
County, down in Missouri's “boot- 
heel” on the Arkansas state line, 
were being taken today to Poplar 
Bluff. 

Mattresses were received at 
Charleston for use in the emerg- 
ency hospitals where patients have 
been resting on straw filled pallets.

AUTO FATALITIES, 38,500 
IN 1936, A RECORD TOTAL 


Safety Council Survey Also Shows 
Deaths from Accidents in 
Homes Rose to 39,000. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 29.—Motor ve- 
hicle accident deaths reached a 
record total of 38,500 in 1936, the 
National Safety Council said today, 
exceeding the nation’s previous 

mark of 387,000, set in 19365. 

The Council added that accidents 
of all sorts permanently disabled 
about 400,000 persons. 

For the first time in eight years 
fatalities resulting from accidents 
within homes—39,000, or an advance 
of 7500 from the 1935 figure—ex- 


ceeded the number of deaths on the 
highways of the United States. 
Council figures showed that, 
while traffic deaths increased ¢ 
per cent in number, automobile 
registration jumped 8 per cent over 
the 1935 total to 28,270,000, “a 
greater number than ever before 
traveled American streets and high- 
ways.” The survey indicated that 
1000 of the 1500 increase in acti- 
dent deaths came in November and 
December. 
New York and Milwaukee, each 
with a traffic death rate of 11.7 per 
100,000 of population, had the best 
records among reporting cities of 
more than 600,000 population. 
Among other reported death rates 
was St. Louis, 17.7.

‘Seasoned river experts forecast the 


crest would reach Mount Vernon 
tomorrow and travel into Illinois, 
The Ohio flood has caused incal- 
culable damage to Southern Indi- 
ana river towns in less than two 
weeks. Relief workers said years 
might be required for rehabilita- 
tion. 

On: duty in Indiana’s stricken 
area today were 4600 egg 
guardsmen to prevent looting an 
to aid in rehabilitation. 

Jeffersonville, across the river 
from Louisville, Ky., appeared to 
be one of the hardest hit commu- 
nities, The National Guard ordered. 
complete evacuation of the city of 
12,000 persons after Dr. Verne K. 
Harvey, director of the State Pub- 
lic Health Division, suggested such 


case. 
Approximately . two-thirds of the 
town was under water, and a 
swift current flowed through the 
center of the business district. 
Colonel Paul E. Tombaugh, com- 
manding guardsmen at Jefferson- 
ville, said 1500 persons were being 
taken from a factory and two 
schools there. Most of the other 
residents had scurried to safety in 
the north, 

All told, approximately 75,000 per- 
sons have been driven from their 
homes by the flood. Hundreds of 
homes have been ruined. Business 
buildings and industrial plants have 
been destroyed. Thousands of farm 
animals have drowned. 

Up the river conditions generally 
were reported as improved. The 
Ohio river at Lawrenceburg has 


community was still under water. ' 
Numerous homes here floated away 
from the nearby town-~of Aurora, 
but the river receded gradually. 
At New Albany, near Jefferson- 
ville, hundreds of homes have been 
torn from foundations and car- 
ried downstream.

MOTORISTS BEING DETOURED 
THROUGH ST. LOUIS, MEMPHIS 


Southbound Travelers Directed to 
Highway 61, Which May Be 
‘Closed at Any Hour. 

Flood conditions along. the Ohio 
River, blocking travel to souvthern 
resorts over the usual routes, have 
made it necessary for motorists to 
drive through St. Louis and then 
to Memphis, Tenn., on United States 
Highway 61, according to H. N. 
Baur, manager of the travel depart: 
ment of the Automobile Club of Mis- 

souri, 

The highway may be closed at 
any hour, forcing south-bound va- 
cationists to detour by way of West- 
ern Arkansas, Texas and Louisiana. 
The road passes almost within 
sight of the Mississippi River at 
New Madrid, Mo. 

All crossings of the Ohio River 
from Cairo to.

The question which brought out 
his views related to the attempt 
of certain Senators and Represent- 
atives to hamstring the LaFollette 
civil liberties and the Wheeler 
railroad investigations by cutting 
down their appropriations and pro- 
hibiting the use of executive de 
partment experts. 

The President pointed out that 
while he could not tell Congress 
how to conduct its own activities 
he personally believed that the 
congressional committees should 
continue their investigations and 
that the committees should be al- 
lowed to use departmental experts 
and persons from the WPA relief 
rolls. In using the experts, how- 
ever, the congressional committees 
should be reasonable in their re- 

quests and should not be allowed 
to disrupt the work of the depart- 
ments, 

Chairman LaFollette of the Civil 
Liberties Committee has asked for 
an appropriation. of $50,000 to con- 
tinue his investigation. He has been 
using experts from the National La- 
bor Relations Board and some WPA 
workers. Chairman Wheeler has 
not yet asked for a specific appro- 
priation, but his railroad investiga- 
tion is in danger. He has been us- 
ing experts from the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission and the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation. If 
the legislation goes through Con- 
gress in its present form, both these 
committees would be greatly han- 
dicapped. 

Senator Joe Robinson, the Senate 
majority leader, was an observer at 
the press conference and seemed 
interested in® the President’s re- 
marks.

River. 

The four are Harry L. Hopkins, 
Works Progress Administrator; 
Major-General Edwin M. Mark- 
ham, -chief of Army Engineers; 
Surgeon-General Thomas Parran 
Jr. of the Public Health Service, 
and Col. F. C. Harrington, army 
engineer now attached to the WPA. 

Meanwhile, Government agencies 
were developing a broad rehabilita- 
tion program for the flood area that 
will include placing about 200,000 
persons on relief rolls, inspecting 
food supplies. and clearing away 
debris. 

Hopkins and the others will ar- 
rive in Memphis Monday, go up the

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 29.—A 
referee of the California Supreme 
‘Court reported to that tribunal to- 
day that Thomas J. Mooney had 
not proven perjury and frameup in 
his conviction 20 years ago of the 
preparedness day bombing in San 
Francisco. 

The referee, A. E. Shaw, reported 
various “findings of fact.” He as- 
sérted the original Mooney prosecu- 
tion did not use perjurers, did not 
introduce false testimony and did 
not suppress evidence favorable to 
Mooney. He also declared Mooney 
had a fair trial. ⸗ 

Chief Justice William H. Waste 
said the court soon would set a 
date for arguments on the report, 

The court subsequently will ren- 
der a formal decision, after which 
the case probably will be taken to 
the United States Supreme Court 
if the final ruling here is adverse 
to Mooney. 

Mooney declined to comment 
from behind jail bars here where 
he has been waging his new fight 
for freedom for more than a year. 

He still has at least two chances 
of obtaining freedom—one through 
the current habeas corpus proceed- 
ings and the other through a move- 
ment recently begun in the State 
Assembly for a legislative pardon. 
He repeatedly has rejected sugges- 
tions of a parole. 

Mooney’s Testimony “Discredited.” 

Shaw held the testimony of 
Mooney and of Warren K. Billings, 
who also wgs convicted of the 
bombing, was “thoroughly discred- 
ited” because each had been con- 
victed of a felony and both were 
interested in the proceedings. 

The referee upheld the original 
testimony of prosecution witnesses 
John McDonald, Frank C. Oxman 
and Mellie and Sadie Edeau, all of 
whom swore they saw Mooney and 
Billings at or not far from the 
bombing scene just before the ex- 
plosion killed 10 persons and in- 
jured 40. 

Shaw said McDonald committed 
perjury when he testified at Balti- 
more in August, 1935, in connection 
with the current proceedings, In 
that hearing McDonald asked to 
change his original testimony con- 
erning the identification of two 
men he reported seeing just before 
the explosion. 

Mooney presented evidence to 
thow that all four witnesses tes- 
tified falsely and that the prose- 
tution suppressed facts which would 
lave helped him.

Propaganda Work Disclosed—St. Louis Office 
Sensitive to Criticism in Newspapers, Made 
Strenuous Efforts to Combat It.

“Was that arrangement carried 
out that way?” Robert E. May, at- 
torney for the commission, in- 
quired. 

“I don’t think so,” Painter re- 
plied. “They told me the service 
was not furnished.” ,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29. — The 
House last night passed a bill to 
place. all postmasters under the 
classfied civil service ‘after a tu- 
multuous seven-hour session. 

The lights went out for a while, 
members went. out for dinner and 
came back in plenty of time to 
vote. , 

Finally, after putting a series of 
amendments in the measure, the 
House reversed. itself to knock them 
-all_out and pass the bill without 
even a record vote. The bill goes 
to the Senate. 

Led by . Representative Collins 
(Dem.), Mississippi and Nichols 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, a group of Dem- 
ocratic opponents of the measure, 
joined by Republicans, put through 
amendments to 
tem of presidential appointment of 
postmasters for four-year terms, 
each appointee to be chosen from 
the three highest candidates certi- 
fied by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion after competitive examina- 
tions. Some members complained 
this would spell return to the old 
“spoils system” under which pat- 
ronage. dispensers recommended 
‘which of the three eligibles should 
be appointed. | 

Amendments Rejected. 

Later, on a roll call the House 
rejected the amendments, by a vote 
of 216 to 164. .Then it voted down a 
Republican motion to send the orig- 
inal measure back to the Civil 
Service Committee for substitution 
of a bill proposed by Representa- 
tive Bacon (Rep.), New York. This 
motion lost 270 to 109. 

Republicans attacked the bill as 
one that would place incumbent 
Democratic . in office 
for life, while Nichols pleaded for 
the return of “the spoils system.” 

“What’s wrong with the spoils 
system?” demanded the Oklaho- 
man. “I can do a beter job of 
picking the postmasters for my dis- 
trict than the Civil Service Commis- 
sioner.” 

Boos were heard from the Demo- 
cratic side of the chamber when 
Representative Maas (Rep.), Minne- 
sota, pointed to the majority mem- 
bers and declared their party was 
“traditionally for the spoils sys 
tem.”

The action of the air lines at Los Angeles in agree- 
ing to curtail operations in bad weather, with its 
clearly implied admission of guilt, comes a little late 
in the day. 
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ABUSE OF OLD-AGE ASSISTANCE. 

It was never intended that the Missouri Old-Age 
Assistance Act should abrogate the moral responsi- 
bility of children toward indigent parents; in fact, 
the law specifically excludes from the pension rolls 
those old people whose children are able to support 
them. But the records of the Old-Age Assistance De- 
partment show many applications from aged persons 
whose children are financially able to take care of 
them. These children, rather than ‘do their duty, are 
willing for their parents to become public charges. 

Senator McReynolds of Carthage has introduced a 
bill to place legal obligation on children to support 
parents, just as parents are obligated legally to care 
for minor children, in an attempt to lighten the old- 
age pension rolls. These rolls now carry nearly 
60,000 names, and approximately 40,000 additional 
applications have been made. This number is ridi- 
culously out of proportion to the old-age pension 
figures of other states. It is absurd when checked 
with the census figures. | 

With all respect for the Senator’s suggestion, we 
fear that it will hardly be efficacious, What we need 
is, first, a thorough investigation of Missouri's old- 
age assistance racket, and a purging of the rolls; 
next, a sound administration of the law, from which 
political partisanship is sternly divorced. 
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TOM PAINE. 

“A filthy little atheist”’—that was what Theodore 
Roosevelt, just beginning his historical writing in 
1888, called Tom Paine, the fiery pamphleteer of the 
Revolution, who was born 200 years ago today. It 
was a judgment foredoomed to certaih disavowal. 
After a half-century, the Christian Century can say: 
“Like Voltaire, Paine warred against superstition. 
. « - Both men were ardently humanitarian. Both 
are misrepresented as legendary monsters of infi- 
delity.” 7 

Corsetmaker, exciseman, school teacher and tobac- 
conist in England, political agitator in the colonies 
and seething France, this restless spirit kept abreast 
of the scientific thought of his times and revolted 
against the unscientific society he found about him. 
He made a study of the causes of yellow fever and 
he moved from one country to another seeking people 
with the vision to back the building of an iron bridge 
he had planned. He wrote “The Age of Reason” to 
clarify the thinking of his times. Much the same 
intellectual ferment ‘wag behind each venture. 

History notes the lonely, often penniless man chief- 
ly for “Common Sense,” and the emphasis is not mis- 
placed. ‘Phat unsigned, cheap pamphlet of only 47 
pages appeared on a winter day in early 1776 to call 
the colonies to throw off the tyrant’s yoke. Before 
midsummer, the job was done. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of copies of “Common Sense” had fanned feeble 
flames into fire. Were he alive today, his shafts of 
light would be playing on the political and social 
darknesses, the superstitions and ignorances that 
remain. Tom Paine, like Franklin and Jefferson,

Can We Stop Abuse of the Soil? 


Ruining of soil by erosion, which caused decay of North China, is not yet catastrophic 
in this country, but will be if not curbed, writer says; both want and greed 
have brought deforestation, improper farm methods and reckless grazing; unified 
action to remove causes and check wanton individualism needed to solve problem.

United States, though great, is not cat- 

astrophic; but give us time. It took cen- 
turies for unrestrained individualism to strip 
the soil: from Northern China and for the 
breakdown of social controls to make a 
desert out of the Middle Kast, In the United 
States, we have been mutilating the soil for 
only a few decades, but we are using large- 
scale, typically American methods. 

Already we have allowed erosion by water 
to destroy more than 44,000,000 acres outside 
the arid region. From 88,000,000 more, water 
erosion has stripped practically all the top- 
soil. It has taken from one-fourth to three- 
fourths of the topsoil from an additional 
175,000,000 acres. Wind erosion has prac- 
tically ruined more than 4,000,000 acres, and 
seriously damaged 56,000,000 acres, Serious 
erosion is developing on an additional 
167,000,000 acres. -- 

In parts of the Tennessee Valley and in 
parts of the Ozarks, farmers are still clear- 
ing very steep slopes, which they reckon on 
having to abandon in from five to 10 years. 
They realize that they cannot retain the soil 
for long, but they do not realize what dam- 
age they inflict on the lands below. 

In the pioneer epoth, when farmers were 
occupying the public domain, the Govern- 
ment did not ask them to protect it from 
erosion, because it did not itself &ppreciate 
the necessity. No one foresaw that the good 
free or cheap land would soon be gone, that 
population would force the cultivation of the 


Ac yet, the damage done by erosion in the 


hillsides, and that in consequence erosion 


would become a serious menace. Both law 
and custom permitted men to use property 
as they wished; to use and to abuse it. Few 
saw that, in land utilization, individual and 


social interests may clash. 


Obviously, if individuals are to be re- 
strained from pursuing their interests de- 
structively, those who profit from the re- 
straint should pay for it. They should in- 
demnify the individuals who forego their ob- 
jects. This is a problem in the distribution 
of costs and benefits. : 

China strips the hillsides and devastates 
the plains, not primarily because she lacks 
the science, the miachinery and the labor 
with which to control erosion, but because 
she has not discovered how to ) 
the differences between those who want new 
soil and those who wish to keep 
what they have. Hence, advantage to a few 
becomes calamity for many. 


become impossible, not only through soil ero- 
sion, but through the disappearance of for- 
est industries which used to furnish nearby 
markets for farm crops. : 

We cannot deal with the soil problem 
piecemeal and deal with it effectively. The 
different malpractices interact with cumula- 
tive ill effect. Reckless lumbering leads to 
reckless cultivation of the denuded slopes. 
Reckless grazing drives out the livestock 
man and tempts in the farmer to his ruin, 
and to the detriment of the soil. 

In an individualist economy, with little 
check upon self-interest, it cannot be other- 
wise. Unrestrained individualism is self- 
destructive; particularly in an expanding 
community whose resources and markets do 
not expand, Thén the struggle for resources 
leads straight to their misuse. The result 
is diminishing returns. 


From a national standpoint, it is bad econ- 
omy to deforest the mountains, to cultivate 
steep slopes, to cultivate even moderate 
slopes without precautions against erosion, 
to plow up grasslands not suited to farming 
and to overgraze the range without giving 
the natural vegetation a chance to recuper- 
ate. All these practices tend to soil bank- 
ruptcy. They cut into our soil capital, 


which, unlike monetary capital, can never be . 


replaced. But, on the other hand, they al- 
low certain gersons temporarily to make a 
living, often much more than a living. 

It is not merely poverty farming that de 
nudes the land. Wealthy lumbermen, cattle- 
men and dry farmers are equally responsi- 
ble. Greed, as well as want, may be im- 
provident. And: when we ask the individual 
to choose between his owh advantage and 
the permanent good of the community, we 
know his answer in advance. 

In an individualist economy, the answer 
will always favor the individual. Therefore, 
if, collectively, we disapprove the answer, we 
must present an alternative. When the com-

Had the play been left 
on Hollywood’s shelves, this would 
have been St. *.anly oppor- 
tunity of seeing i Even for an 


aggregation devoted to such dra- 


matic outings as “The Shoemaker’s 
Holiday,” “School for Husbands” 
and lesser works of Shaw aud &. 
N. Behrman to try to do “Winter- 
set” is praiseworthy. 

For “Winterset” is an extraordi- 


nary piece of dramatic literature, 


in the best sense experimental and 
certainly worthy of the present- 
day theater. Here is a tragedy 
with some of the motives of “Han- 
let,” told in present-day / realism 
and workmanlike blank verse. 


Its story, an aftermath of the Sac- 
co-Vanzetti case, . considers the 
plight and soul of a youth, Mio Ro- 
magna, whose father suffered un- 
just execution, and brings Mio face 
to face, in New York’s slums, with 
the Judge who delivered the sen- 
tence and the real murderers. Re- 
trying the case in light of its re- 
sults, the dramatist drives on to the 
extinction of Mio and his sweet- 
heart and his own conclusions on 
the futility of seeking justice. 


Perhaps it is the fault of having 
already seen the picture, which 
opens at the Missouri Theater to- 
day, that some of us found the Lit- 
tle Theater production falling short. 
For no member of the non-profes- 
sional group goes at any time,more 
than four-fifths of the way in any 
scene. Direction, cracking its whip 
at the more dangerous hazards, 
keeps them in place, but hasn't 
made them do tricks. 

Even certain details of staging 
lose their effect. The machine-gun- 
ning is slow, the street crowds 
lacked life und contentiousness at 
the opening last night. Gordon 
Carter’s scenic vision of the great 
bridge may look well when photo- 
graphed for the “tributary theater” 
sections of national periodicals, for 
the frame in the front hall of the 
Artists’ Guild or for next season’s 
prospectus, but it can be mistaken 
for something else, and last night 
swayed alarmingly when somebody 
backstage gave the span a shove. 
Again we must insist on allow- 
ances. 

The roles of Mio, Trock the killer 
and Miriamne, Mio’s sweetheart, 
are played by Robert Shampaine, 
Scott Robertson and Ellen Ann 
Schachner. Trock is too _light- 
voiced and considerate all the way, 
and the love and deaths of Mio and 
Miriamne need a good increase of 
blood pressure. 

Anderson’s play is not quite a 
classic, despite its gain of the New 
York. Critics’ Circle prize last sea- 
son. That award was by no means 
spontaneous and-unanimous, was 
voted by at least one man whd had 
not seen the play and was the sub- 
ject of some loud dissension after- 
ward. The blank verse, triumphant- 
ly lovely at times, often is mere 
blank blah-blah, hard for any cast 
to put over. 


Kicking and slugging at its sub- 
ject, the play is filled with ‘gutter 
words that grate on the ear, and 
scientific phrases (layman’s kind) 
which lead one to suspect. Anderson 
of trying to bring Shakespeare up 
to the twentieth century. His grand 
disillusionments are frequently the 
poutings of a school-boy, repeated 
beyond value. While “Winterset” 
is admittedly a splendid thing for 
the Little Theater to do, I should 
advise all who see it to try to get 
the best they can out of it, and not 
expect to have the best forced upon 
them.

“He is present in this room to- 
day,” Rigby shouted, “and I think 
I've got him now.’ 

Admonished by Thomas, ‘Rigby 
said he had meant no “bodily 
harm,” but “of course, tar and 
feathers would be good for. him.” 

Burnside testified he frequently 
used aliases in his investigations, 
and mentioned the names Bronson 
‘and Brunswick. He said he had 
not represented himself to Rigby 
as a Government officer, but as a 
representative of ‘“certain people 
interested in getting information” 
on code violations. 

Saying he had wanted to employ 
Rigby as a detective, Burnside 
added. “He seemed to me to be 
the kind of a man we wanted.

About 000 persons in Missouri, 
Illinois and Arkansas have left their 
homes because of the flood, it was 
reported today at the Midwestern 
branch of the American Red Cross, 
1709 Washington avenue. The num- 
ber included 39,100 in Missouri, 37,- 
400 in Tllinois and 47,500 in Arkan- 


sas. 
Truck Battalions for Flood Area. 


Five truck battalions, each con- 7 


sisting of 350 men and officers and 
150 trucks, will arrive at Jefferson 
Barracks Sunday, Monday and 
Tuesday, according to word re- 
ceived by Col, Joseph A. Atkins of 
Jefferson Barracks from headquar- 
ters of the Sixth Corps Area at 
Chicago. 

They will be quartered tempor- 
arily on the C. M. T.°C. camp 
grounds and will be sent to strate- 
gis points in the flood zone as needs 
arise. Col. Atkins said most of 
the men and equipment likely 
would be sent to Southeast Mis- 
souri. The battalions are fullly 
equipped and self-sustaining.

I quote my correspondent: 

“Tt was agreed by all that the 
four heart contract reached was cor- 
rect, but everybody disagreed with 
the deciarer’s line of play. The 
spade.king was opened and the ace 
followed, dummy ruffing with ghe 
low heart. The jack of hearts 
now allowed to ride and lost ~ to 
Weat's —* West cashed his jack 
of spades for the third trick and 
led « fourth round, which declarer 
ruffed. Declarer drew trumps and 
took the club finesse, which lost to 
Hast’s king. So the contract was 
defeated one trick. Was the hand 
bid and played properly?” 


Double Pass 


HE bidding was correct, but the 
T play wes not. The declarer 
should have seen that there was 
virtually no hope of picking up the 
trumps without loss. After dummy 
was ruffed down once the lead of 
the heart jack should have been de- 
ferred until provision had been 
made for South’s remaining spade 
loser. To enter the South hand with 
the diamond king and finesse clubs 
would be futile. The nine clubs in 
the combined hands guaranteed that 
the opponents would ruff in before 
a discard could be taken, even if the 
club finesse were successful. A bet- 
ter play would be to lead to the dia- 
mond king at the third trick and 
run the last spade with the heart 
jack, then to return, after cashing 
the ace of diamonds, with a ruff; to 
lead the hearts from the closed 
hand and to rely on an eventual club 
finesse. 
But, while better than the first, 
this plan, too, would have serious 
defects. The most propitious plan of 
all was to lead to the diamond king 
after dummy had ruffed the second 
spade lead, and to finesse back to 
the ace-jack of diamonds. If the 
finesse held, declarer’s troubles 
would be over. If it did not, there 
still was a chance, even if East 
should win with the diamond queen 
and make his best return of a spade, 
that the heart losers could be held 
to one trick. 

As the cards actually lay the line 
suggested would, of course, have 
made the contract a laydown. Bince; 
declarer adopted the worst plan 
possible, he is hereby fined for a 
class C error.

Best of all, disturbing paral- 
lels will not distract the eye which 
is most content when it rests on 
spaces that show variety. 


One of the most skillfully de- 
signed corner units is in three 
pieces, each piece resembling part 
of a crescent. The center one of 
course, spans the corner itself, go- 
ing back into it rather than cut- 
ting across. The end pieces may 
be used with it to form a curved 
seat large enough to hold a whole 
party. The end sections may also 
be az a pair on either 
side of the fireplace or wherever 
upholstered pieces are appropriate. 


A low, circular table may be used 
in front of this group to hold deco- 
rative objects and smoking acces- 
sories.

This 
development occurred during the 
late 1890's, and resulted in a lim- 
ited supply, chiefly in the larger 
cities, of physicians highly trained 
in the art of anesthesia, confin- 
ing their activities to this field. ~~ 

Difficulties arose due to two 
facts. Firstly, the average lay- 
|} man, not realizing the value of the 
services of the anesthesia 
ist, was unwilling to furnish remun- 
eration sufficient to make the 
specialty widely attractive to 
medical men; and secondly, not 
enough medical men were them- 
selves attracted by an activity so 
limited in scope. The result was 
that, in great measure, anaes- 
thetics were given by young physi- 
cians, who were fairly responsible 
and were, after a fashion, fairly 
well trained; but who were prac 
ticing medicine as a vocation and 
were, therefore, unable to give ex- 
clusive attention to anesthesia, 
which was their avocation. 

Thus, was created a situation that 
was unsatisfactory both to sur- 
geons and to hospital administra- 
tors in general, and that was not 
to the best interest patients. A so- 
lution to the problem was sought 
by furnishing a period,of special 
training—usually too short a period 
-—to graduate nurses, to whom, 
when they were judged to be prop- 
erly qualified, was delegated the 
special and exclusive task of ad- 
ministering anesthetics. These 
nurse - anesthetists have largely 
dominated the field for the past 
fifteen years; but now there is a 
definite tendency to question the 
advisability of continuing such a 
system, and to demand that: the 
administration of such dangerous 
drugs as anesthetics be either in 
the hands of properly qualified 
physicians, or, at least, under their 
immediate and constant supervi- 
sion. ! 

There is much to be said in fa- 
vor of the movement to hedge the 
problems of anesthesia with every 
possible factor ot safety. And what- 
ever may be said regarding the 
competent nurse - anesthetist, she 
cannot, in the very nature of 
things, be as competent as the com- 
petent physician specialist in the 
same field. The life of my son was, 
‘recently, rescued through the for- 
tuitous circumstance that the an- 
esthetist was an exclusive special- 
ist in that field, well trained as a 
physician, and possessing a medi- 
cal background without which even 
a@ super-nurse would have been 
helpless, ‘and diso, without which, 
it would have been impossible to 
avert the impending tragedy. 

Mulling over the whole problemi, 
I do not see how I can honestly 
advise for patients in genera] other 
—* that which proved so valuable

By The Rev. J, F. Newton 


ADY LIBERTY, who holds a 
torch aloft in New York Harbor, 
is 50 years old. There’ must be 
hairs in her head, and deep 
in her face, as she tooks to- 
ward Europe today. 
“The great art of letting your 
neighbor. alone,” wrote Trevelyan, 
the historian, “even if he thinks dif- 
ferently from you, was learned by 
Englishmen under Walpole, at a 
time when the lesson was still a 
strange one elsewhere. Some coun- 
tries in Europe have not learned it 
to this day, or are rapidly unlearn- 
ing it again.” 

In Russia and Germany they 
never knew it; in Italy they are un- 
learning it. Does history repeat it- 
self? Yes, not in detail, but in a 
new setting. We are making the 
same old mistakes today that men 
made in ages past; the very same, 
only on a vaster scale! — 

The wisdom of letting our neigh- 
bor alone is just the thing that peo- 
ple are ceasing to believe in—even 
in America. We want to make our 
neighbor think ‘as we think, and do 
as we do. 

Letting our neighbor alone, of 
course, does not mean letting every- 
thing alon:. It means that we are 
not to hammer him on the head, 
though we can hammer as much as 
we like at what is inside his head! 

But coercion is the death of de- 
mocracy and we had better be care- 
ful. Liberty cannot use the weapons 
of tyranny and live. When we talk 
of suppressing people who are trou- |’ 
blesome, we are in danger. 

If we really believe in liberty, we 
must stand stubbornly against any 
political theory which denies liberty, 
no matter on what excuse. Men can 
always find excuses for doifig what 
they want to do., 

It is amazing how many people 
among us, dazzled by the apparent 
efficiency of Fascism, are tempted 
to think that liberty, as our fathers 
knew it, has had its day and is 
ready for the discard. 

Must men give’ up liberty of 
thought and speech and action, in 
oder to eat? If that is indeed true, 
in any real degree, the future of 
our country and of the world is as 
black as midnight!
